The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  pro  tern  moderator, 
David  Brown  at  8  P.  M.

Meeting  opened  by  reading  of  the  warrant. 

Article  I.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  year 
ensuing. 

Town  Clerk:  45  votes  cast.  Of  tliese  Patricia  Fifield  had  45 
votes.    Patricia  Fifield  elected. 

Treasurer:  43  votes  cast.  Of  these  Mary  Brown  had  41,  Mrs. 
C.  Norwood  had  1  and  A.  White  had  1.  Mary  Brown  elected. 

Selectmen:  42  votes  cast.  Of  these  Charles  Norwood  had  26, 
Sibley  Darling  had  14,  R.  Clark  had  1  and  C.  Bailey  had  1. 
Charles  Norwood  elected. 

Tax  Collector:  47  votes  cast.  Of  these  Priscilla  Yardley  had 
29,  Patricia  Fifield  had  16,  G.  Blanchard  had  1  and  M.  Clark  had 
1.  Priscilla  Yardley  elected. 

Road  Agent:  45  votes  cast.  Of  these  Robert  Fifield  had  42 
and  William  Yardley  had  3.    Robert  Fifield  elected. 

Auditor:  34  votes  cast.  Of  these  Oliver  Derby  had  33  and 
Mary  Brown  had  1.   Oliver  Derby  elected. 

Town  Constable:  47  votes  cast.  Of  these  Robert  Fifield  had 
47.  Robert  Fifield  elected. 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds:  40  votes  cast.  Of  these  Alpheus 
White  had  38,  M.  Robinson  had  2.   Alpheus  White  elected. 

Sexton:  41  votes  cast.  Of  these  Alpheus  White  had  41.  Al- 
pheus White  elected. 


Article  II.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

It  was  explained  that  2  years  ago  we  raised  $2,400.00  and 
last  year  we  raised  $2,500.00.  This  year  we  would  like  to  raise 
$2,660.00  because  it  was  necessary  we  have  workmen's  com- 
pensation. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  $2,660.00  defray 
town  charges.    Vote  in  the  aflBrmative. 

Article  III.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $75.00  for  police  protection. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  increase  it  to  $100.00. 
Show  of  hands,  23  for  it.   Motion  carried. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  we  have  a  report  of  the  constable 
work  in  the  town  report  next  year.  Motion  made  and  seconded. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  IV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $800.00  for  town  welfare. 

A  discussion  followed.  What  percentage  does  the  town  pay  ? 
It  was  explained  that  we  pay  25%  of  the  total  amount  spent  on 
local  welfare.   Last  year  we' paid  $780.00,  25%  of  $780.00. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  the  $800.00  for 
town  welfare.    Motion  carried. 

Article  V.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  maintenance  of  forest  fire  equipment. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  the  $100.00  for 
forest  fire  equipment.    Motion  carried. 

Article  VI.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $299.71  for  T.  R.  A. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  the  $299.71  for 
T.  R.  A.    Motion  carried. 

Article  VII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
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priate  the  sum  of  $66.00  as  its  fair  share  of  the  operating  costs 
of  Elhot  Community  Hospital. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  the  $66.00  as  its 
fair  share  of  the  operating  cost  of  the  ElHot  Community  Hospital. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  VIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $40.00  for  the  Monadnock  Region  Association. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  we  raise  the  $40.00  for  the  Mon- 
adnock Region  Association.    Motion  carried. 

Article  IX.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $50.00  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  the  $50.00  for 
upkeep  of  cemeteries.    Motion  carried. 

Article  X.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,105.00  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest 
on  the  Roxbury  Meeting  House. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,105.00  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
Roxbury  Meeting  House.    Motion  carried. 

Article  XI.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  XII.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  vote  to  adopt  a  by-law 
prohibiting  the  erection  of  any  building  within  the  limits  of  the 
Town  of  Roxbury  unless  the  selectmen  shall  have  approved  in 
advance  the  plans  for  construction  and  location  for  such  build- 
ing in  order  that  the  atmosphere,  economy  and  property  values 
of  the  Town  of  Roxbury  may  be  maintained.  Such  approval 
may  be  evidenced  by  express  language  referring  to  this  provision 
entered  by  the  selectmen  on  any  building  permit  granted  under 
the  building  code. 
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Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  pass  over  this  article.  A 
show  of  hands  14  in  favor,  18  opposed. 

It  was  explained  that  any  building  meant  a  building  costing 
over  $1,000.00.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  we  accept  this 
article  as  written.  A  show  of  hands,  25  in  favor  and  13  opposed. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  XIII.  To  see  whether  the  voters  will  vote  to  adopt 
an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  construction  of  any  building  less 
than  50  feet  from  any  public  way  or  15  feet  from  any  property 
line,  or  the  addition  to  any  existing  building  which  addition  will 
be  within  50  feet  of  the  center  of  any  public  way  or  15  feet  of  a 
property  line,  without  securing  approval  therefore  from  the 
selectmen,  which  approval  shall  be  granted  by  the  selectmen 
if  such  construction  or  addition  will  not  be  contrary  to  the  public 
interest,  or  where,  owing  to  special  conditions,  enforcement  of 
the  foregoing  distance  requirements  will  result  in  unnecessary 
hardship.  Such  approval  may  be  evidenced  by  express  language 
referring  to  this  provision  entered  by  the  Selectmen  on  any 
building  permit  granted  under  the  Building  Code.  Motion  made 
and  seconded  to  pass  over  the  article.  10  in  favor  and  27  opposed. 
Motion  made  and  seconded  to  change  it  from  50  feet  to  40  feet. 
4  in  favor,  18  oppose.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  change  it 
to  40  feet  from  center  of  road  and  10  feet  from  property  line. 
10  in  favor  and  19  opposed.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept 
article  XIII  to  read  as  follows:  To  see  whether  the  voters  will 
vote  to  adopt  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  construction  or  the 
addition  to  any  existing  building  which  addition  will  be  within 
50  feet  of  the  center  of  any  public  way  or  15  feet  of  a  property 
line,  without  securing  approval  therefore  from  the  Selectmen, 
which  approval  shall  be  granted  by  the  Selectmen  if  such  con- 
struction or  addition  will  not  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest, 
or  where,  owing  to  special  conditions,  enforcement  of  the  fore- 
going distance  requirements  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship. 
Such  approval  may  be  evidenced  by  express  language  referring  to 
this  provision  entered  by  the  Selectmen  on  any  building  permit 
granted  under  the  Building  Code.  31  in  favor  and  3  opposed. 
Motion  carried. 
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Article  XIV.  To  see  whether  the  voters  will  vote  to  adopt 
a  regulation  requiring  that  any  building  fifty  percent  (50%)  or 
more  of  which  is  destroyed  by  natural  or  other  means  shall  be 
removed  within  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  days,  unless  re- 
construction thereof  shall  meet  all  the  requirements  of  new  con- 
struction, and  all  permits  and  authorizations  required  for  new  con- 
struction are  obtained  for  such  reconstruction,  and  such  recon- 
struction is  in  fact  completed  within  one  hundred  and  eighty 
(180)  days.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
22  in  favor  and  0  opposed.   Motion  carried. 

Article  XV.  To  see  whether  the  voters  will  approve  a  regula- 
tion prohibiting  the  use  of  any  land  not  presently  so  used  for  the 
keeping  of  any  animals  (including  poultry)  for  sale,  lease  or 
other  commercial  use  without  securing  a  permit  for  such  use 
from  the  Selectmen,  which  permit  shall  be  granted  for  one  (1) 
year,  and  renewed  annually,  if  the  Selectmen  find  that  such  use,  or 
continued  use  annually,  thereafter,  will  not  constitute  a  public 
nuisance  or  health  hazard,  and  that  the  user  in  furthering  such 
use  is  and  will  continue  to  meet  all  of  the  requirements  of  the 
pollution,  sanitation,  slaughter,  health  and  other  pertinent  and 
a.ppiicable  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Motion  made 
and  seconded  that  the  town  adopt  article  XV.  A  show  of  hands 
26  in  favor  and  1  opposed.   Motion  carried. 

Article  XVI.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  restrain- 
ing of  dogs  from  February  1st  to  April  30th  each  year,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes,  Chapters  466:29,  466:30, 
466:33,  466:35.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  town  adopt 
the  article.  Question  asked  what  the  Statutes  were.  Mr.  Grayson 
read  the  Statutes.   Motion  carried. 

Article  XVII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  legal  expenses  involving  considera- 
tion and  enforcement  of  certain  health  regulations  or  other 
matters.  Motion  made  and  seconded  we  raise  and  appropriate 
the  $500.00  for  legal  expenses.  Discussion  followed.  The  Select- 
men explained  they  could  get  an  injunction  and  stop  the  party 
from  raising  the  animals  that  were  causing  the  health  problems. 
The  selectmen  thought  they  could  go  down  to  the  party's  house 
and  discuss  the  matter  with  him  and  try  to  work  something  out 
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to  solve  the  problem.  They  also  said  they  were  presented  with 
a  petition  signed  by  the  families  living  in  the  area  asking  some- 
thing be  done.  The  Selectmen  said  they  would  give  the  party  a 
month  to  clean  up  this  problem  and  if  no  attempts  were  made 
to  do  so  in  that  month,  then  they  would  be  forced  to  go  through 
with  the  injunction.    Motion  carried. 

Article  XVIII.  To  raise  $2,000.00  for  summer  and  $2,000.00 
for  winter  road  maintenance.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that 
the  town  raise  the  $2,000.00  for  summer  and  $2,000.00  for  winter 
road  maintenance.    Motion  carried. 

Article  XIX.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

Mr.  Norwood  thought  the  people  might  be  considering  closing 
some  of  our  back  roads  which  are  no  longer  passable  with  a  car. 
Pie  said  either  close  them  or  make  them  passable.  By  closing 
them,  the  town  would  not  be  responsible  if  someone  got  stuck 
or  banged  a  car,  trying  to  go  over  them.  The  roads  have  to  re- 
main open  in  case  of  fire,  but  could  be  closed  subject  to  gates 
and  bars. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  person  who  owns 
the  house  on  the  Branch  Boad,  which  had  a  fire  a  few  years  back, 
be  approached  and  asked  to  clean  up  the  mess. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  meeting  be  dissolved. 
The  meeting  was  dissolved  at  10:26  P.  M. 

The  polls  having  been  declared  closed  by  the  pro-tem  moder- 
ator, the  ballots  were  examined  and  counted  and  the  votes  for 
the  various  candidates  were  tallied  by  the  pro-tem  moderator,  in 
the  presence  of  the  clerk  and  other  election  officials.  When  the 
counting  was  completed  the  results  were  declared  and  publicly 
announced  by  the  pro-tem  moderator.
